REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

fails to disclose an EL element having the following features: one flat coating arranged 
on a surface of the substrate and including a first electroluminescent region of the flat 
coating that emits a light having a first light density, and a second electroluminescent 
region of the flat coating that emits a light having a second light density as recited in 
claims 18, 32, 33, 34 and 43.
